Brttoua Have fielded to the Boers, 
Over Five Hundred Helm* Killed. 
London, Dec. 13.— With the excep- 


tion of Sunday's sortie at Ladysmith. ' 
which the morning papers are unani- 
mous in regarding as a brilliant piece 
of work, there are no further advices 
from the seat of war. A war office dis- 
patch reports that Mafeking was safe 
up to Dec. 4, but that the Boers had 
been shelling the town since Nov. 27 
With increased effect. 
Rations had 


been considerably reduced, meat by 
half a pound and bread by a quarter 
of a pound, in view of a probable long 
siege. Water, however, was still plenti- 
ful. 


There are no further reports from 


the battle of Stormberg. which is con- 
sidered the most disastrous of the war.

About the Twelfth Centarr. 


The nineteenth century closes with 


the year 1800." Immediately after mid- 
night, iherefore, of Dec. 31, 1900, is 
when the twentieth century begins. In 
other words, It begins with the first 
second of the flrsl hour-of the first day 
of January, 1901. The twentieth cen- 
tury will open en a Tuesday and closes 
:m a Sunday. It will have the greatest 
number of leap years possible for a 
century—twenty-four. 
The year 1904 


will be the first one, then every fourth 
year after that to and including the 
year 20CO. February will three times 
have five Sundays—in 1920, 194S and 
1976. 
The twentieth century will con- 


tain 26,525 days, which lacks but one 
day of being exactly 5,218 weeks. The 
middie day of the century will be Jan. 
1, 1951. Several announcements are 
made of changes to be inaugurated 
with the opening of the new century. 
The first of importance is that Russia 
will adopt the Gregorian calendar. 
This will be dene by omitting thirteen 
days, the amount of error that will 
have accumulated after the close of 
February. 1900. The Russians will 
then write Jaa. I, 1901. instead oi 
Dec. 
19,1900, or rather, instead of both, 


according to the dual system now ID 
vogue In. that country and In Greece. 
Tha other important announcement Is 
that it is not at all unlikely that the 
astronomical day. -s-hlch now begins at 
noon of the civil days, will begin with 
the civil day, at midnight. The pres- 
ent method of having the astronomical 
day to begin twelve hours after the 
beginning of the civil day Is apt to be 
confusing. On the other hand, to have 
the former begin at midnight, just 
when astronomers are often busiest, 
will be to them somewhat inconven- 
ient.

An excellent cleaner and polisher for 


furniture with a very high finish is 
recommended by an experienced dealer 
in rare woods. To one tablespoonful 
of linseed oil acid an equal portion of 
turpentine, together with a. piece of 
any pure scap the size of a walnut 
Pour this into a vessel containing one 
quart of boiling water, and let the 
whole boii for about 10 minutes, stir- 
ring it occasionally, so that it may be 
well mixed. This liquid can be used 
either warm or cold, but experience 
teaches that it is more effective when 
warm; it can be heated several times 
before it will nesd renewing. 
Apply 


with a soft flannel cloth, well wrung 
out. to a small portion cf the surface 
to be cleaned. After the dirt has been 
well wiped off. take a fresh flannel 
to polish with, and a few minutes' 
vigorous rubbing will soon restore the 
wood to its original brilliancy. Crude 
oi; is the polisher used in most of the 
furniture shops. But it is well to re- 
member that in the stores there is 
scarcely a day when each piece of fur- 
niture is not carefully wiped off with 
a soft cloth, keeping the surfaces per- 
fectly clean. ?o that 'he aid of the oil 
is only called in to take off the cloudy 
appearance which will at times dis- 
figure the most carer-ally tended furni- 
ture.—Xew York Evening Post.
